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Siragusa said he knew nothing about a second safehouse location 
in NYC. However, he said that when Belk succeeded GaSfney as Supervi 
in NYC he could have set one up without telling Siragusa. 

Siragusa said he .recalls that the apartment in NYC was in operat 
iron 1960s: to about 1962. He said it was shut down about a year 
before he Toft the FBN. which was in November of 1963 h » 
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left because he QiQhh like Cafrney. Siragusa saia, "I was the 
number-2 man, but instead of taking orders from me Gaffney would 
go over my head to Giardano . 

Siragusa said he was never at the NYC apartment for an 

operation. He said the address of the apartment was 13th and 6th 
Avenue.

Siragusa said he had never heard or a safenouse in Cnicago, 
and added^ "I’d be pissed off if I wasn*t told about it." 

•Siragusa said Feldman had come back to NYC before he had lert 
the Bureau. He said, "Feldman had a nack for ingratiating himself 
with people. Feldman had his nose up Belk' s ass, and they became 
buddies. From conversations in my presence, it was obvious 
that Feldman was using the., pad. This was in 62 or o3. He and 
Belk talked about the pad, and Belk may have said to Feldman to 
clue him in on operations at the pad.' -
